the third day of June, one month a f­ 
ter the 
prescribed 
starting date. 
By averaging from two hundred and 
fifty to two hundred and eighty feet 
every day, however, the Souder force 
has been able to 
finish their work 
just a month ahead of schedule. 
Early in the spring skepticism pre- 
vsiled in the town as to their ability 
to complete the work by November 
I, ami it was feared by many that 
as in the winter of 1919-1920, one of 
the main streets would he closed to 
traffic.
